BERLIN (AP)—The p eo p le a i 
West Berlin v o ted an em p hatic 
“ no ” Su nday to Co mmu nist p lans 
to driv e the Western Allies o u t o f 
their city . 
Bu t the reso u nding Co mmu nist 
defeat in the electio n o f a new 
West Berlin Parliam ent did no t 
kill the So v iet p ro p o sal to end the 
fo u r-p o wer o ccu p atio n 
and tu rn 
West Berlin into a demilitarized 
free city . Red sp o kesmen said the 
p ro p o sal still sto o d. 
West Berlin May o r Willy Brandt 
braced his p eo p le fo r sho cks to 
co me 
and 
warned 
o f 
serio u s 
times ahead. 
No Co mmu nist candidates were 
elected in the electio n, which was 
widely v iewed as a p lebiscite o n 
So v iet Prem ier Khru shchev 's p ro ­ 
p o sal. The Co mmu nists were the 
o nly o nes who su p p o rted the So ­ 
v iet p ro p o sals. 
Brandt, leader o f the So cialists* 
was re elected in a smashing p er­ 
so nal triu mp h. His p arty go t 7 t 
o f the 133 seats in Parliam ent, a

Tru man Say s Party 
Has 'Lo ts' o f Timbo r 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Fo rm er 
President Harry S. Tru m an said 
to day the 1960 Demo cratic p resi­ 
dential no minatio n co ntest is so 
wide o p en at this tim e he hasn't 
any idea who the winner will be. 
Tru m an, who backed Go v . Av ­ 
e r i l H arrim an o f New Yo rk fo r 
the 195 6 no minatio n which went 
to Adlai E. Stev enso n, said he is 
keep ing hands o ff in the scram ble 
at this p o int. 
“ We hav e go t a lo t o f go o d 
go ing men in the p arty who wo u ld 
make fine candidates, and I d o nt 
want to do any thing to hu rt the 
chances o f any o f them ,’* Tru m an 
aaid in an interv iew. 
While Tru m an’s su p p o rt Is se t 
likely to be decisiv e, the fo rm er 
President's backing might p ro v ide 
the imp etu s needed fo r o ne o f sev ­ 
eral indiv idu al asp irants to fo rge 
ahead in what no w ap p ears likely 
to be a clo sely bu nched field o f 
co ntenders in 1960. 
The p ro sp ect that sev eral may 
arriv e at the Ju ly I96 0 co nv entio n 
with abo u t eq u al strength rev iv ed 
sp ecu latio n at weekend Dem o cra­ 
tic meetings here o f the p o ssibil­ 
ity o f a 
third no minatio n fo r 
Stev enso n. 
Stev enso n 
himself 
merely re­ 
p eated his recent statem ent that 
he wo n't be the no minee. And 
Jaco b M. Arv ey , Illino is natio nal 
co mmitteeman, said he thinks the 
p arty ’s 195 2 and 195 6 standard 
bearer wo u ld be a “ v ery relu ctant 
drago n’’ so far as a third race is 
co ncerned. 
Nev ertheless, Arv ey said be Is 
no t ru ling o u t the p o ssibility the 
co nv entio n might tu rn to Stev en­ 
so n if sev eral ro u nds o f ballo ting 
sho u ld indicate a deadlo ck. 
Ho wev er, Go v .* A. B. (Hap p y ) 
Chandler o f Kentu cky , himself a 
candidate fo r the 1960 no minatio n, 
said he do esn’t believ e the co n­ 
v entio n will no minate a man who 
has lo st two electio ns. 
“Sev enso n can’t win,’* Chandler 
said.

No interest on the student loan 
may accrue prior to the begin 
ning of Ute repayment schedule, 
and interest thereafter is to be 
paid at the rate of 3 per cent per 
year. The borrower's obligation 
to repay his loan is to be cancel­ 
ed in the event of his death or 
permanent and total disability. 
The National Defense Education 
Act contains a further provision 
that up to 50 per cent of the loan 
(plus interest) may be canceled in 
the event the borrower becomes a 
full-time teacher in a public ele­ 
mentary 
or 
secondary 
school. 
Such cancellation is to be at the 
rate of IO per cent a year up to 
five years. 
A total of six million dollars was 
alloted to states for the fiscal year, 
ending June 30, 1959. Forty million 
dollars is the total amount appro­ 
priated under this act. 
Ohio is to receive $273,754 for 
the first year under the Federal 
Government’s NDLT act.
